1 — First book on the moon? Most would reply it was 
the Bible carried on Apollo 14. ; 

Fact is, that more than a year earlier on July 20, 
1969, “Buzz” Aldrin, on Apollo 11, took to the moon 
a miniature book, the autobiography of Dr. Robert 
H. Goddard, “Father of the Space Age.” 

Aldrin, who took it as personal, undeclared cargo 
(each astronaut was then allowed two pounds), 
could not leave it on the moon because of Federal 
anti-pollution regulations and brought it back to 
earth. He presented it to Mrs. Goddard, who gave it 
to Clark University, of which she and her husband 
were graduates. 

When only a youth of 17,Goddard, while climbing a 
cherry tree back of the family barn, dreamed of 
space travel. “| was a different boy when | 
descended .. .,”” he once wrote; “life now had a 
purpose for me.” 

While on Clark’s faculty in Worcester he 
experimented with rockets in the present physics 
lab, fired the first successful one Mar. 16, 1926, from 
his Aunt Effie’s farm in nearby Auburn. His 


3 notebooks and personal items are now on display in 
REMEMBER WHEN? Clark University’s new library named for him. 


The Apolle-Saturn 1) moon flight took place on January 31 and 
terminated on February 9, 1971 and---Bellingham had a part: in that hist- 
oric event ! The Command Module under Stuart A. Roosa,in charge, circled 
the Moon 3 times while Shepard and Mitchell had made the third landing 
of 33 hours, collecting 96 pounds of the lunar surface. Roosa was invit- 
ed and accepted an Honorary Membership in the former Bellingham Histori- 
cal:Society. Shepard and Mitchell did not respond to the presentetion 
inviting them to become Honorary Members. See letter on next page. 


Now a real FIRST and only time that such has been done we note that in 
the Command Module the Astronauts carried several hundred coins that had 
been struck in a rented room in the Caryville mill on Pearl Street ! 
CARYVILLE, the only PLACE IN THE ENTIRE WORLD was selected and favored 
with this unusual distinguished honor ! None have been so honored since 
er before. ‘Course we are proud. 

This was a private enterprise promoted by the Astronauts alone. It 
caused a "stir" in Washington so we do not know if any coins were left 
on the surface of the moon that might be still there } It's almost a 
safe bet that at least one coin is reflecting a tiny ray of light to us 
from away up there---one that was struck in Bellingham } 


Someday, maybe, somebody will acquire possession of one of these coins 
to show around. Unfortunately we were not given any as a souvenir.

How often have you heard a nickname for a certain section of town and 
wondered what it was and where ?? 


The dead end of Ray Avenue was referred to as "Chicken Alley". 


The open field in back of the Howes and Bullard places where the port- 
able schools are now was labeled "Cow Flap Stadium") 


The area around the old Forbes house just off Hartford Avenue was 
called "Christian Hill". 


Over in Caryville, Beech Street was named the "Gold Coast". 


The old railroad crossing on North Main Street was designated as 
"White's Crossing". 

The section where Maple street and Mechanic street came together was 
known as the "Four Corners", 


"Crimpville" had two references that were peculiar. "Devil's Retreat" 
and "Saints Rest". Maybe the "Devil" had to retreat from there 
because of the two churches ? Then there was a minister, a doctor 
and an undertaker available on short notice ! But---how could the 
Saints rest without a cemetery to "rest" in ?? There is none there} 


The railroad line running through what is now Wethersfield was labelled 
"Skunk Holla Express" for trains whizzing through on the rails. 


Do you have a favorite nickname to pass on to us for others to get a 
chuckle or two ? "Jot tem down" neighbor..

Mr. Ralph White lets us into a bit of past history with an experience 
he had as a young boy around the turn of the century, "I never saw or 
even heard about it (the 20 mule Borax team.) till now but I do reme- 
mber of a colored cavalry going through Bellingham when I was a small 
kid. I happened to be riding a farm horse at the time and the Soldiers 
all laughed at me on the skinny old farm horse and---I was scared to 
death of them. I wonder if anybodyelse of the old timers remember 

the Calvary going through Bellingham ?" Anyone ? 


How many remember the "white" cavalry in October of 1928 that came 
down from Fort Ethan Allen, Vermont on their way to Fort Adams, R.I.? 
Arrangements were made the day before by two men in a truck to have 
a pasture as a bivouac for the cavalry. This was on the farm of 
Albert Aldrich on the North side of North Street and West of South 
Main Street. There were no horses } Small fat mules were featured. 
Some rode in trucks while others walked or marched. They had tents 
and lit a big fire to cook with while the blacksmith went about his 
chores taking care of the animals hooves. Children-in the area were 
most excited. One had the opportunity to ride a mule | Years later 
she joined the Army !

Those were the days before "RIGHT GUARD" or left guard or any guard for 
that matter } 


The Ladies Aid of the local Baptist Church used one room to tie quilts 
herein and also did some sewing for private individuals when hired to 
do soe It was a room buzzing with all sorts of activities !] No need 
for a telephone then---"news" got around faster than the mail ! The 
population explosion spoiled a lot of small home town things that were 
dear to the heart. 


We are proud to announce that recently Mr. White observed his 80th 
Birthdsy and extend him our sincere congratulations with a prospect of 
many more fruitful years ahead and to continue feeding us past history. 


We have a souvenir from the second floor Hall in the form of a panel of 
Pew # 1 that Mr. Walter Thayer, former Town Treasurer, donated around 
1950. He died July 14, 1951, aged 79 years. 

On the reverse side of the panel Mr. Thayer noted how he salvaged it.
